the Judge Advocate The Lord Gen. Crowwe!! communicared it ro the Commirtee of complaints, and his Excellency being then of that 
Committee with Sir Robert Pye,and Mr. Kpnightly examined your Peritioners caule, and the reſult was, thar Mr.Kn:ghtly then Chaire-man thould report 
to the houſe,that your Petitioners goods were taken from him contraty to his Articles, & thar they voted them to be reſtored, bur Mr. Knghtly by rea- 
ſon of more important bufinelle cou}d not report it untill he was removed from the houſe, whereby your Petitioner was necefſicated co Peririon the 
Lord Generall Fairfax, who referred ir to a Conncell of officers, and upon due contideration of his Pecitiov, chey prayed the Lord Gen. Fairfax to 
dire his Letters to Col. Bennet ro examine the buſineſſe, and ſee JuRice done. Col. Bennet accordingly examined ity and certified that the whole 
ſubſtance of your Petitioners complaint was true, and his Articles directly violated. The 13. of Ine 1649: The Lord Fairfax by his Letters ſignified 
' to Mr. 1oha Aſh then Ghaire-man ar Goldſmiths Hall , that your Petitioner had 500 |. worth of yoods taken from him contrary to the Articles of 
. Trureghe being ro enjoy his goods, and pray'd it mighr be allowed him in his compolition, or longer time given for payment, untill the Commiſſio- 
ners for relcife of Articles ſhould give judgement in the Cauſe. And thereupon your Petitioner preſented his complaint to the Commiſſioners for 
releif of Articles, who required the direct anſwers of the Committee of Cornwall thereunto, who confetſe their Agents to have ſeized all the parti= 
 culer goods mentioned in your Petitioners complaint ; and that your Petitioner hath atted nothing againſt the Stare ſince the Render of T7uro.Your 
Peticioner doth fully prove by witneffes, that the goods they took from him were worth 527 1, beſides foure Horſes, and eight Cattell worth three 
ſore pounds taken from him by Mr. 1o. Iago one of the preſent Commiſſioners, who ſtill detaines them 3 And that the Commutee confeſſed they 
were taken from your Petitioner contrary to his Artiches, aud promiſed he ſhould be allowed the vallew of them in his Compoſition. Your Petiti. 
oners cauſe hath been pur off from Hearing ſeverall dayes before the Commiſſionets for releife of Articles by the Committee, and Commiſſioners 
Letters for Sequeſtcations in Corawall, whe tooke away his goods and are concern' in the cauſe, upon pretence of examining witnefles, after publica- 
tion, and two peremptory dayes appointed for hearing, and thereby got it deferred untill the Commiſſion for releife of Articles was derermined,yet 
examined not one witnefle; and although the Court ordered them te reſtore the goods they had taken from your Petitioner ſince his cauſe depended 
there, and to forbeare ſeizing, or intermedling with his Eſtate, untill that Court ſtould declare their Judgement , yer they diſobey ir, and proceed 


fo violently, as they have not left your Petitioners wife and children bread to cate 


May it pleaſe your Honours, your Petitioner doth humbly pray your Hnourable Recommendation of his ſufterings and lofſes (by the 


violation of his Articles) ro the Parliament, humbly begging that they wilbe gratiouſly pleaſed to give order for the diſcharge of his ſeque- 
ſtrations and Fine in Goldſmiths Hall, being 3201. inconfideration of thegoods firſt taken from him 3 and for reſtitution of his goods and 


raoney ſince forced from his wife and children, whilſt his cauſe depended lefore the ſaid Commiſſioners for releife of Articles.
